New Yors, November 4—The Vienna corre 
spondent of a moruing paper, writing ander date 
of October 20. says: Monsignor Legaro. Vicar 
Apostolic for Central Africa, and Father Bonomi, 
the famous missionary who was held captive for 
three years at Ei] Ob«id by the Mahdi, arrived in 
thig city from Verona three days ago at the request 
ofthe Emperor, The Catnolic Missions at Khar- 
toaim, it wilibe remembered, were under Austrian 
Protection andthe Sisters of the schools were 
Austrian subjects, and Herr Honsal, the Austrian 
Consul, was slain with Gordon when the city fell 
before the hordes of the Mahdi Pere Bonomi 
leaves Vienna to-day for the Soudan, owing to news 
received from Egypt that the Mahdi's successor at 
Omduraman has offered to release the remaining 
orisoners fora money ransom. During bis brief 
stay bere Pere Bonomi was* the recipient of the 
most distinguished honora, and was besieged by

Excitement at the Laclede Over a Lady 
Who Believed She Was Robbed. 

When Mrs. Angaline Simons, en route from

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The Jacobs Court-Martial Doing 
Very Hard Work. 


The Court Sits All Night and Resumes 
Work This Morning, After a Few 
Hours’ Rest—Roemer Arrested—A 
Writ of Prohibition Asked For To- 
Day—Scenes in the Court—A Sand- 
wich Banquet—The Prisoner's Story. 


The court-martial for the trial of Lieut. Jacobs 


of the Busch Zouaves, charged with assaulting 
Capt. Roemer of the same company, reconvened at 
the armory last evening. Trooper Primm, counsel 
for Lieut. Jacobs, presented a certificate from Dr 
J. E. Leslie that Lieut. Jacobs was so illasto be 
coufined to his bed. The certificate was considered 
by the court only fora moment, Then the presi- 
dent. Gen. Van Cleve, declared that the excuse was 
not sufficient, that measures had been taken to se- 
cure the attendance of the accused; that the pres- 
entation of so vague an excuse was deemed 
disrespectful to the court,and the repetition of such 
frivolous covduct on the part of the accused wo uid 
result in the rejection of the further services of 
counsel for the accused. A guard was dispatched 
with peremptory orders to bring the prisoner be- 
fore the court. The guard reported thet the 
prisoner claimed to be very ill. Two physicians 
were then sentto determine the condition of the 
man. and on their report the guard was again 
dispatched tothe residence of the accused. All 
this consumed a great deal of time, 60 thatit was 
exactly midnight when the prisover was brought 
before the court. He declared himself to be suffer- 
ing from acute inflammatory rheumatism. The 
court stated that it understood be wasableto be 
present, but had refrained from attending from a 
devire to delay proceedings. The trial was then 
ordered to proceed. Counsel Primm submitted 
several objections to the legality of the court, all of 
which were summarily overruled. Witnesses were 
then excluded from the court room, 
CAPT. ROEMER, 
was the first placed on the stand, and, in answer to 
questions by Jucge Advocate Frost, stated his 
vers on of tae assault, aileging that Lieut. Jacobs 
struck the first blow. He denied having used pro- 
fane jancuave, and denied having sent Jacobsa 
messece couched in insulting language. The croas- 
examination was devoted to making the point that 
Caot. Roemer was not in the discharge of bis 
military duty, and an attempt was made to shake 
the Captein’s testimony in the facts of the assault. 
Capt. E. V. Walsh was the next witness, but as he 
did not see the assault, his direct testimony 
was of but little importance. The 
cruss-examination again —— out questions 
coneernin Captain Roemer being in the execution 
of his duty, but the Court deciined to admit any 
testimony bearing on that point. Sergeant Joe 
Butier stated that he saw the assault and his 
testimony was important on the point that he did 
not see any direct biow struck. Private Letson was 
called, and, after testifying to nothing, his testi- 
mony Was «tricken out, as it was only hearsay. 
Private Rounds was cailed and testified to having 
been inthe quarters of the Busch Zouaves. He 
said that ie saw the latter © part of the 
row and saw Captain Roemer’ choking 
Lievtenan® Jacobs, who made an attempt to 
strike the captain. The witness caught the stick 
aut prevented the blow from falling, but he did see 
Private Skinvuer club the captain unmercifully. The 
cross-examination of all these witnesses was un- 
important, as every question not bearing directly 
onthe clubbing was promptly ove:ruled by tie 
President of the court, who in bis zeal, as soon as 
the Judge Advocate remarked “I object,” 
prompuy sustained him without waiting for any 
written argument trom the counsel for the accused. 
On the other hand, every objection made by counsel! 
fortwbe accused wasina iike manver overruled 
with @ promptness and emphasis that was siart- 
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STOPPED TO EAT. 

About 24, m. the court took a recess for lunch. 
In the oflicers quarters a bountiful supply of saud- 
wiches was provided apd the members of the court 
and the proseCuliag witnesses were joaded up 
while the accused and bis counsel watched them 
enviousiy aud menially wished for an invitation to 
participate,whicn, however, they did nog get. Gen- 
eral Van Cleve sai atthe bead of the table and 
glanced at toe accused and his counsel while 
be chewed savage y on a very tough Piece of 
meat. In his baud he held a beer giass ,pwiBh con. 
tained, however, only water, iu deference to the 
propounced teu:perance opinions of the majority 
{the members of tue court. Gen. Frost stalked 
be floor, thinking up new schemes, and chewing 
hisration of ham and bread. Whenever addressed 
he murmured in an absent-minded way,‘ louject ” 
Whics found a responsive echo fron: the party with 
the beer giass fu.l of water, who abswered prompi- 
ly, “Suvained.”
